Arab and Jewish commagders in 
Jerusalem met in the middle of 
the road leading to the “Hill of 
Evil” yesterday to accuse each 
other of violating the hill’s neu- 
trality.

A Red Cross representative said 
neither Arabs nor Jews ever have 
entered Government House itself. 
But he said there was bitter hand- 
to-hand fighting in the spacious 
formal gardens, once a showplace 
of Jerusalem. 


The bodies of two of four Jewish 
soldiers killed in a fight in the 
gardens of Government House two 
days ago were brought here today. 
Stripped- of clothes, slashed and 
beheaded, the soldiers apparently 
were killed during the first night 
of fighting for the “Hill of Evil” 
when both Jews and Arabs 
stormed into the neutral] zone oc- 
cupied by the Red Cross, 


The Arabs still hold part of the 
neutral mountaintop. Jews still 
are inside the Girls’ Agricultural 
School used by the Red Cross as 
a refugee center. A center in the 
Arab College was occupied and 
then evacuated by Jews. 

U. N. observers are trying to 
arrange a second meeting today of 
Jewish and Arab leaders to thrash 
out the boundaries of the Red 
Cross zone and mark Arab-Jewish 
frontlines.

“were not elected by a national 
party but by the people of Ala- 
bama.” 
« “Such an interpretation,” the 
Senator holds, “ignores the ob- 
vious intent of the legislature. 
Quite clearly the legislature meant 
‘the party under the auspices of 
which they were elected,’ and not 
literally ‘the party by which they 
were elected.” 

In any event, the Senator says, 
the opinion is merely advisory. 

He outlined several courses: A 
mandamus action to oust present 
electors and substitute electors 
who would support the national 
convention nominee—Truman; a 
mandamus suit to compel present 
electors to vote for the President, 
or a court injunction. 

The legislatures of 21 states 
have recognized, the memorandum 
continues, “that the fiction of 
electoral discretion is not to be 
bre They have provided 

at the names of electors shall 
not appear on the ballots and that 
only the names of the presidential 
and vice presidential candidates 
shall appear thereon... 

“It would be fallacious to argue

Output Increasing Despite 


Shutdowns Due to 
Strikes, Shortages — 
New Techniques. 


DETROIT, Aug. 21 (AP)—The 
nation’s automobile industry built 
approximately 2,150,000 passenger 
cars and 830,000 trucks in the first 
seven months of 1948, 

The. showing, achieved despite 
numerous shutdowns due _ to 


strikes and materials shortages, 
reflects greatly improved produc- 
tion equipment and some manu- 
facturing lessons learned during 
the war. 

In unit output the car factories 
are approximately 215,000 vehicles 
ahead of their showing for the 

same period last year. Except for 
the las sepantad assembly line stop- 
pages the first six months, the 
margin over the same period of 
last year would be at least half a 
million vehicles. 
Chance for Record. 

Many in industry circles believe 
the automobile makers still have 
a chance to make 1948 the biggest 
production year in their history. 
To do that they will have to com- 
plete 5,358,421 vehicles. That would 
be one more unit than the record 
production in 1929,” 

Virtually all car and truck mak- 
ers have made new wage agree- 
ments with their production work- 
ers. As a result they expect no 
serious labor troubles in their own 
plants.. They still are plagued by 
troubles in supplier plants and ma- 
terials will not be any more plenti- 
ful than they were during the 
year’s first seven months. 

It now is fairly well accepted in 
industry circles that about the 
only new models to appear before 
the year’s end will be the Nash 
and Kaiser and Frazer cars, now 
nearly ready to go. on the assem- 
bly lines. Current indications are 
that most, if not all, of the Gen- 
eral Motors and Chrysler divisions 
will defer introduction of 1949 
models until after Jan. 1. 

Ford is gaining momentum on 
| the 1949 models introduced several

st Likely. 

Thus, if there is no serious inter- 
ruption to their supply lines, the 
“big three” of General Motors, 
Fotd and Chrysler are set for a 
sharply increased production vol- 
lume during the remainder of the 
year.

It 
probably will top that total this 
month. The industry hasn’t had a

day that new moves are under 
way to give non-Communists in 
the Soviet zone representation in 
the contemplated west German 
government. 

The brightest economic outlook 
since the war for western 
many was said to have spurred 
the move. Surveys published by 
Frankfurt newspapers said the 
majority of Germans were happier 
than at any time since the war's 
end over the prospect of ‘com- 
parative good times. 

Present high prices were a 
cause for complaint, however. The 
Frankfurt radio reported that 
mass demonstrations against high 
prices spread to the French zone, 


Trier by workers and housewives. 

Similar protests were made last 

week in the United States zone. 
Warned Over ‘Isolation.’ 

On the political side, Germans 
in the western zone were worried 
over the “isolation” of most of 
their countrymen in the Soviet 
zone. Many western politicians 
were still a little afraid of the 
western German government be- 
ing created here under sponsor- 
ship of the western powers. 

German sources gaid talks were 
underway between western zone 
politicians and “exiled” right-wing 
leaders from Russian territory to 
have some sort of Soviet zone 
representation in the new govern- 
ment. 

One of the Soviet zone leaders 
was reported unofficially to be 
Jakob Kaiser, who was ousted by 
the Russians from his chairman- 
ship of the Soviet zone’s right- 
wing Christian Democratic party. 

Whether the former Soviet zone 
politicians would have voting priv- 
ileges.in the western government 
was doubted, but the Germans be- 
lieved the eastern territory should 
be represented regardless of the 
outcome of the four-power talks 
in Moscow. 

Better Economic Outlook. 
The better economic outlook 
was reflected in a report issued 
here which said the British-Amer- 
ica area’s industrial production 
jumped 20 per cent in July over 
June. The area is now producing 
60 pee cent of Germany’s 1936 out- 
put. 

Vital iron and steel] production 
rose 26 per cent in July over June; 
chemicals 20 per cent; building 
materials 18 per cent, and textiles 
15 per cent. Leather production 
jumped 76 per cent; rubber 46; pa- 
per and pulp 39, and vehicles 31 
per cent. 

British-American authorities at- 
tributed the increases to the cur- 
rency reform which took place 
June 20. Part of the increase in 
manufactured goods was due to 
the release of raw materials and 
semi-finished goods from pre-cur- 
rency reform hoarding.

The general staff announcement

Equipment Captured.

Arabs express fear the Jews will

SCIENTISTS TOLD 
TO STUDY YOGI TO 
SEE WHAT’S IN IT 


LONDON, Aug. 21 (AP) — Dr. 
Julian Huxley said today Western 
science should study Yogi to see 
what’s in it for all mankind. 

The director general of the 
United Nations Educational, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organization 
told the new World Federation for 
Mental Health it might well look 
into the mystic lore of the East. 

If this lore could be investi- 
gated scientifically, he advised 
mental specialists, “then I think 
an immense step forward could 
be made in your field.” 

In an interview later, he ex- 
plained: 

“We know that certain people, 
if given the time and energy to 
do it, can train themselves to do 
very remarkable things. 

“Certain people can go into a 
trance. Certain people can con- 
trol their breathing. Certain peo- 
ple can‘ gradually arrive at a state 
of mystical exaltation. 

“So far the physiology of that 
has never been investigated. What 
happens? How is it possible .. .” 

He said the best way to find 
out probably would be for a group 
of young scientists to turn them- 
selves into guinea pigs, learn the 
Oriental techniques and then in- 
vestigate one another.

what caused 200 fires on the 
Charles Willey farm here. 

The mystery of the fires which 
appeared to start by spontaneous

Craig. 

Craig and members of his staff 
viewed ruins of the Willey home 
and two barns destroyed by the 
fires. They looked at the charred 
spots in the chicken house and 
the milk house. 

The elderly Willeys, who moved 
into a temporary shelter of canvas 
stretched over posts in their yard 
after their house burned, moved 
again today. 

They took over a small house on 
the James Thompson farm a mile 
and a half north of their own 
blaze-pestered property. 

A number of theories as to the 
cause of the blazes have been ad- 
vanced, but none has been proved. 
The latest theory, advanced by 
Lewis C. Gust, a technician at the 
Office of Technical Projects, 
Wright Field, Dayton, O., posed 
the possibility that some saboteur 
might be practicing ignition by 
use of electronics. 

In Chicago, a chemist said tests 
of wallpaper and fly spray used 
in the home showed no substance 
present in sufficient quantity to 
cause spontaneous fires. | 
The chemist, John Neale, chief | 
engineer of Underwriters’ Labora- | 
tories, Inc., added that a faint 
trace of phosphorous was found 
in the paper, but that it might 
have been a part of wallpaper 
paste or some other substance

American Attitude Reviewed in. Light of 
Soviet Actions— Steps to Aid _ 
Nation’s Economy Taken, 


By SIGRID ARNE 

WASHINGTON, Aug, 21 (AP)— 
The American attitude on Japan 
—both political and military—has 
been reviewed in recent months 
in the light of Soviet actions. 

There is less eagerness now for 
an immediate peace treaty. In- 
stead, Far Eastern advisers are 
discussing means for building 
peaceful industries in Japan and 
opening up world trade to it. 

Congress took two concrete steps 
in that direction in June, 

It voted $125,000,000 for Japan 
over and above subsistence cost, 
to be used for raw materials for 
Japanese industry. 

It also voted $150,000,000 as a 
revolving fund to be used for 
loans to occupation areas to buy 
fibers for their textile mills. Most 
of this is expected to go to Japan. 

Further, a few months ago the 
first commercial loan ‘was ap- 
proved for Japan: a sum of $60,- 
000,000, again for its textile mills. 
The Government’s Export-Import 
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Bank and three private banks 
took part. 
No hard and fast decision has 


But United States policy mak- 
ers must consider the fact that 
occupation of Japan is costing the 
American taxpayer millions, not 
only for the 150,000 troops there, 
but for relief. 

A peace treaty would cut this 
cost. But if no peace treaty is 
possible soon, it becomes more 


imperative to help the Japanese 


to earn their living by selli 
abroad. wpe ee 

The various plans for get 
Japan back on its feet all “pe 
for the same target: to restore 
by 1953 the living standard it had 
in 1930-34; 

Japan must sell to do that. It 
is a thickly populated island -na- 
tion. The only exports for which 
it has raw materials are china 
and silk, It raises only 80 per 
cent of what it eats. It must buy 
coal, oil, fertilizer and cotton, 

But if the United States policy 
moves too fast we will run ahead 
on into protests from our friends 
in the Pacific—China, the Philip- 
pines, New Zealand, Australia and 
India. They fear a strong Japan 
again. They have new industries 
they want to protect from the old 
flood of cheap Nipponese goods. 

The United States cant afford 
to lose such friends. 


Decisions Permitted.

And 
by helping Japanese industry the 
occupation costs can be cut. 
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ter of forest fires. ‘ 

Warm, sunny, cloudless days 
that a year ago drew smiles of 
summer tranquility today are 
greeted with misgiving. Maine 
people remember vividly the 
flames that swept parched wood- 
land and leaped into towns and 
villages to take a toll of 16 lives 
and 1000 homes, left 2500 homeless 
and destroyed $15,000,000 worth 
of property. 

That was in October. Their 
fears this year may be dissipated 
by normal autumn rains, but that 
isn’t the way it happened in 1947. 

Today the state’s forests are in 
a much more dangerous state 
than last August. In fact, the 
Weather Bureau says, the state is/| 
drier now than it was in mid- 
September last year. 

For a year rainfall has been 
below normal in Maine, Last 
month it was only 30 per cent of 
normal in southern Maine. This 
month it has been light, too. 

Fire Precautions. 

State officials are working 
frantically to prevent a repetition 
of the 60 scattered blazes that 
destroyed 200,000 acres of wood- 
land, then, in one awful day, wiped 
out the villages of Brownfield, 
Newfield, Lyman and Waterboro, 
the summer colony of Fortune 
Rock and half of Bar Harbor. 

This year the state is in a some- 

what better position to fight forest 
fires. It is more alert to the 
danger. It has more fire-fighting 
equipment and more trained men. 
It has a new, energetic forest 
commissioner. 
_ But Maine still lacks the cen- 
tralized authority and organiza- 
tion, the need for which was 
graphically illuminated by last 
year’s experience. é 

Individual towns have been buy- 
ing equipment wholesale — tank 
trucks, trailer pumps, back pumps, 
thousands of feet of hose, as well 
as new fire engines. Some towns 
—like Bar Harbor—are maintain- 
ing constant inotor patrols for 
early discovery of fires. 

The state has $1,500,000 worth 
of government surplus equipment, | 
much of it flown into Maine at the 
height of last year’s emergency, 
and Gov. Horace A, Hildreth has 
asked federal officials to add ad- | 
ditional quantities to this stockpile. 

Fire-Fighting Sch 

Albert D. Nutting, 
forest commissioner 
has pushed a program of building 
up a force of trained fire fighters 
throughout the state. He called 
state forest wardens to work a 
month early last spring for a 
school in fire-fighting methods 
and then sent them out to conduct 
schools for town fire wardens and 
any others willing to attend. On 
his recommendation the state 
spent thousands of dollars on ad- 
ditional equipment for the For- 
estry Department. 

Nutting has been working for 
weeks on a plan for centralized 
forest-fire control. But that plan 
will not be available to fight fires 
this fall. It will require an act of 
the Legislature, 

About 10,000,000 acres of forest 
land, mostly in northern Maine, 
are directly under control of the 
Forestry Service. In organized 
townships, present state law places 
responsibility and authority for 
fighting forest fires on local fire 
wardens, appointed by the select- 
men. State forest wardens, no 
matter how well trained, cannot 
assume control in an emergency; 
they can only advise. Nor are they 
organized to take over. 

Lacks Centralized Authority. 

Maine has no centralized author- 
ity to marshal and dispatch volun- 
teer manpower and equipment, In 
southern Maine last year an im- 
provised dispatching service was 
organized as an offshoot of the 
Portland Red Cross. But all too 
often men and tank trucks ended 
up where they weren’t needed, 
while fires raged unchecked else- 
where.

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WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
The United States must be the 
first to develop a supersonic mis- 
sile able to carry an atomic 
bomb 5000 miles, says Gen. Carl 
Spaatz, recently retired Air Force 
chief of staff. 

He made this observation in a 
112-page report to Air Secretary 
Symington. The general summar- 
ized Air Force activities since V-J 
day, its long-range program and 
its needs. 

It was decided, Spaatz said, to 
give special emphasis to the long- 
range missile at the start of the 


guided missiles program. He as- 
serted there is no existing defense 
against such a weapon, 

While not indicating when guch 
a missile might be available, 
Spaatz said several! years of oper- 
ational experimentation will be 
needed to determine their ulti- 
mate characteristics and associ- 
ated techniques. 

Factors in Airpower. 

Spaatz, described as “foremost 
air strategist” by Symington in a 
foreward to the report, said sev- 
eral] major factors contribute to 
the nation’s readiness in the skies. 
He listed these as “vital”: 

Research and development; a 
strong aviation manufacturing 
industry; a strong commercial 
aviation industry; a trained re- 
serve, and continued public sup- 
port “based upon aé thorough 
understanding of the role of 
airpower in the age of airpower.” 

Airpower, he said, “is the end 
product of a tremendous amount 
of activity in thousands of related 
education, industrial, scientific, 
governmental and economic 
fields.”

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“CALLED SLOW, BUT STEADY 


_N.ALA.CP, Executive Secretary Cites Court 
Decisions, Voting Registrations as Part 
of Group’s Best Year.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21—Prog- 
ress of Southern Negroes toward 
political and economic equality 
with their white neighbors was de- 
scribed today by Walter White, 
executive secretary of the Nation- 
al Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, as moving 
slowly but : 

White told the Post-Dispatch: 

“We believe that the position of 
the Negro and of other minorities 
is steadily be bettered although 
the pace is at 
The millenium has not come. But 
it is my opinion that the outlook 
is hopeful.” 

White, who is sometimes ac- 
cused by more impatient col- 
leagues of being too optimistic, 
noted as especially significant re- 
cent court decisions affecting the 
right of Negroes to vote in so- 
called white primaries in the 
South. As a result, he said, there 
are now 1,000,000 registered Negro 
voters in the South. In 1940 there 
were 240,000. 

_ Not a Balance of Powez. 

“Although the numebr of these 
new Negro voters is not large 
enough to constitute the balance 
of power in the one-party South,” 
White said, “nevertheless it does 
hold the balance of power in some 
Congressional districts and in 
some state elections. The Negro 
vote in Tennessee played a part 
in defeating the notorious Crump 
machine last Aug. 5.” 


* 


The first of the decisions re-| 


ferred to by White was that 
handed down April 3, 1944, by the 
Supreme Court in the case of 
Smith against Allwright. This in- 
validated the Democratic “white 
primary” in Texas. The court held 
the right to vote in a primary 
without discrimination because of 
race was a right secured by the 
Constitution. 

As a result of this decision, 
some Negroes voted in the 1944 
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es painfully slow.’ 


Democratic “primaries in ‘Texas 
and Arkansas. Negroes continued 
to be barred by various means in 
other Southern states. : 

' South Carolina, in an effort to 
circumvent the decision, abolished 
laws concerning primary elec- 
tions. Last year United States 
District Judge J. Waties Waring 
of Charleston, 8S. C., ruled hat no 
one could be barred from a South 
Carolina primary because of race 
or color because the primary was 
tantamount to election, The rul- 
ing opened the way for large 
numbers of Negroes to vote and 
approximately 30,000 exercised 
their right in the primary last 
Aug. 10. Total vote for Senatorial 
candidates was 334,000. No racial 
‘friction was reported, 

White told the Post-Dispatch it 
was particularly gratifying to 
note the reaction among students 
and others to legal action taken 
against educational discrimination 
in tax-supported schools, He said 
that students, church people, labor 
union members and others in the 
South “are slowly forming an ef- 
fective bloc against bigotry.” 

Many Suits Filed. 


The N.A.A.C.P.: has instituted 
many suits in state and Federal 
courts designed to elminate va- 
rious forms of segregation and 
discrimination in education. Two 
of these have reached the Su- 
preme Court and are cited fre- 
quently by Negroes. 

The most recent involves the 
efforts of Mrs. Ada Sipuel Fisher, 
a Negro, to gain admission to the 
School of Law of the University 
of Oklahoma. The state has had 
segregation laws for 40 years. The 
United States Supreme Court or- 
dered that Mrs. Fisher be given 
the same opportunity to acquire 
a legal education as that afforded 
white students. The fight is now 
back in the state courts. An 
earlier case was that of Lloyd 
Gaines, a Negro, who was refused 
admission to the School of Law 
of Missouri University because of 
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race or color, The Supreme Court 
ruled in 1938 that the state must 


law school was set up in St. Louis, 

Missouri and Oklahoma are 
classified politically as bord: 
states and are not part of the 
area génerally known as the Solid 
South. The Supreme Court de- 
cisions have general application, 
however, and can be used in at- 
tacking conditions in the South. 

Last May, the N.A.A.C.P. won 
an, important victory when the 
Supreme Court handed down a 
decision that real estate covenants 
intended to restrict occupancy of 
dwellings to persons other than 
Negroes could not be enforced in 
the courts. The N.AAC.P. also 
was successful in a move to end 
discrimination among interstate 
bus passengers, 

Most Successful Year. 


Reporting to the association 
last January, White described the 
year 1947 as the most successful 
of the N.AAC.P’s 38 years “of 
struggle for the abolition of race 
prejudice.” 

“Qf enormous significance,” he 
said, “are the reports and recom- 
mendations made during 1947 by 
the President’s Committee on Civil 
Rights, the Commission on Higher 
Education and the Commission on 
Military Training. 

“All three of these reports mark 
the acceptance at long last of the 
fundamental principle on which 
the association was founded in 
1909 — that discrimination can 
never be abolished for any Amer- 
ican as long as there is segrega- 
tion based on race, creed, color 
or national origin.” 


The NW.A.A.C.P., which maintains 
a legislative office in Washington 
as well as general headquarters 
in New York, has not fared as 
well in the legislative field as in 
the courts, 


Of scores of bills having to do 
with an extension of civil rights 
the only one to pass in the last 
Congress was an amendment to 
the draft act exempting soldiers 
from payment of poll taxes. 

A sort of negative victory was 
won, however, in the defeat of a 
15-state compact to establish seg- 
regated regional educational insti- 
tutions in the South which was 
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Republican National Committee

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 21. 


T is now two weeks since election day, 
| but the people of Memphis and Tennes- 

see are still rubbing their eyes to see if 
they are awake. They are like the en- 
thralled maiden rescued from the wizard’s 
spell.. A gallant knight has broken through 
the thorn hedge and aroused the spirit of 
civic independence and self rule from its 
long sleep. 

The wonder is not merely that the Demo- 
cratic party in Tennessee rebelled against 
the rule of Boss Ed Crump, who held it in 
the palm of his hand- for 20 years. The 
really impressive thing is how it happened. 
For Gordon Browning, who was Governor 
years ago, to have been nominated to that 
office again over the Crump-favored incum- 
bent may have been no great surprise. 

But for a progressive young Congress- 
man, who deliberately avoided alignments 
with all politicians and took his case direct- 
ly the the people, to have won the Senate 
nomination in a set duel with the boss is 
something for wonder. That Congressman 
is Estes Kefauver, 45 years old, of Chat- 
tanooga. 

Kefauver’s nominal opponents were the 
Senatorial incumbent, Tom Stewart, and 
Circuit Judge John Mitchell of McMinnville, 
hand-picked by Boss Crump to succeed 
Stewart. The contest was for the Demo- 
cratic nomination — usually tantamount to 
election in Tennessee, but this year not 
quite certainly so. In any event, Boss 
Crump is licked outright in the state. 

Edward J. Meeman, editor of the Mem- 
phis Press-Scimitar and sparkplug of the 
anti-Crump forces, thinks that the Boss’s 
spell is broken even in his home town, 
Since the brave crew that led the revolt in 
Memphis Rave not been struck down 


will be emboldened to rebel and that the 
machine may be ditched for good in another 
election. The chances would appear excel- 
lent, provided the anti-Crump men can dig 
up candidates with the flair of Representa- 
sentative Kefauver, 

Kefauver broke all the old rules. He 
‘announced for the Senate a year in ad- 
vance of the general election, inviting 
public attention to every vote he would 
cast and every utterance he would make 
in the meanwhile. 

Next, he picked young campaign work- 
ers. His campaign manager 32 years 
old and his most intimate assistant cam- 
paign manager is only 22. 

Another of Kefauver’s rules was to speak 
freely and forthrightly on all issues (except 
perhaps one or two which are dynamite in 
the South). At the conclusion of his 
speeches, he always asked for questions 
from the floor. 


Mrs. Ragland Writes 
Letter About “Jonquils.” 


Above everything else, he stressed appeal 
to the women votes. He picked: as his 
women’s chairman Mrs. Thomas Ragland, 
who resigned from the Tennessee League 
of Women Voters to take the job. 


Soon an unusual form letter went out. 
Mrs. Ragland wrote the women voters: 
“Here it is spring again, and the jonquils 
are in bloom, and no one seems to be 
thinking much about politics. But I have 
two children and I am very much inter- 
ested in the worsening world situation 

There was a hint that women with sons 
or nephews should take time to think of 
whom they would send to the Senate to 
guide the nation through a troubled period. 
There was more than a hint that Congress- 
man Estes Kefauver might be the right 
man. 

The letter received a surprising response, 
with not a few immediate offers to aid, It 
turned out that Kefauver was not quite as 
unknown as he had imagined. Some re- 
membered him as president of the student 
body at: the University of Tennessee, star 
of the track team, varsity tackle and editor 
of the college weekly. Others remembered 
him as a man who had been considered for 
the Collier’s magazine trophy for the out- 
standing member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, author of “Twentieth Century 
Congress,” a widely recommended book 
on the reform of congressional procedures, 
an expert on how to plug loopholes in the 
anti-trust laws. 

When Congress was not in session, Ke- 
fauver was out meeting people. To remind 
himself of college acquaintances in each 
town, he clipped some annuals of the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee. If he knew no one 
in a town, he introduced himself to some 
intelligent-appearing doctor, garage man or 
merchant, told his story and asked his new 
_ friend, to introduce him to others.

Boss Crump Wheels Guns 
To Blast Liberal Candidate. 


In mid-spring he began his campaign 
tour proper. He used his own car and bor- 
rowed his father’s. He equipped both with 
loudspeakers; while he spoke in one town, 
using one auto-borne amplifier, the other 
car went on to the next town to drum up 
a crowd. The voters listened and were 
impressed. But when June came around, 
with the primary only two months away, the 
general feeling in ar was that Ke- 
fauver was the deserving candidate who

Luckily there was one man _ who 
thought otherwise. That was Edward 
Hull Crump of Memphis. Kefauver up 
to this time had run on his record, talk- 
ing issues rather than _ personalities. 
Crump was not willing to let well enough 
alone. He opened an attack on Kefauver, 
using full-page advertisements in every 
major newspaper in the state. 

“Estes Kefauver,’” the first ad blared, 
“Assumes Role of a Pet Coon.”’ It went 
on: “‘Kefauver reminds me of the pet coon 
which puts its foot in the open drawer in 
your room, but invariably turns its head 
while its foot is feeling around the draw- 
er.” Further on, this was translated to 
mean that Kefauver, while posing as a 
sound American Congressmarm, had been 
aiding and abetting the Reds. 

There was no basis for the charge, ex- 
cept that Kefauver Lad tried to curb the 
smear tactics of the Dies Committee— 
now the Thomas Committee—and had ad- 
vocated that witnesses before congres- 
sional committees be given some of the 
protection afforded by rules of evidence 
governing in a courtroom. He also had 
insisted that President Truman's ‘“‘loy-. 
alty order” be elaborated to protect fed- 
eral employes from dismissal without a 
fair hearing. 

Because of this Crump called Kefauver a 
“Communist sympathizer,” a voting pal of 
ri.dical Representative Marcantonio of New 
York, and a “defender of Reds.”’ The ad- 
vertisements were all signed with the name, 
not of one of the Crump candidates for the 
Senate, but just “E. H. Crump.” 

Kefauver quickly seized on this to pre- 
sent the campaign as a fight to the death 
between himself, a political independent, 
and Crump, the old-time boss. He an- 
swered the Communist innuendoes by point- 
ing to his long Tennessee lineage, his small- 
town upbringing, his normal career at the

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said, “is my red-headed wife.” On the 
stump, this line, followed by the introduc- 
tion of his attractive wife (the daughter of 
a Scottish baronet), got a hearty laugh. 
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Crump diatribe by acquiring a live coon and 
taking it around on his campaign tour. 
“This,” he would say, “is a fine West Ten- 
nessee coon. Notice his fine bushy tail. 
This coon has rings in his tail, but I want 
you to remember I have no ring in my 
nose.”’ 

The coon enjoyed the performance It 
was in fact too co-operative. Its droll antics 
deflected too much attention from Kefau- 
ver’s speeches. When it was not on the 
platform it sulked and bit members of the 
campaign entourage. 


It had to be left behind. But one of 
Kefauver’s friends presented him with a 
coonskin cap, replete with ringed tail, to 
carry on the parable. In the course of each 
speech—he made eight a day at the height 
of the campaign—he would don the cap and 
pay his respects to Crump. 

For a serious answer to the Communist

charge, Kefauver said: 

“Let’s examine this business of Com- 
munism: 

“Communism is a form of dictatorship 
under which ‘the state controls every- 
thing. 

“It is a relentless, one-man rulership 
where difference of opinion is not toler- 
ated; where people have no liberties, no 
rights, no say-so in the election of their 
officials; where free enterprise is handi- 
capped; where the citizens are intimi- 
dated, placed in fear; where reprisals are 
made for any opposition they might show 
to the ruthless dictatorship. 

“IT have always worked hard and fought 
hard to prevent this sort of thing. 

“With this definition of Communism, 
whom does the term fit—Estes Kefauver 
or E. H. Crump?” 

About the same time that the Crump ad- 
vertisements began, Kefauver got another 
break. It had been 20 years since respon- 
sible citizens had dared form a committee 
in Memphis to fight the machine in a Demo- 
cratic primary. 

Now, however, Editor Meeman and J. 
Charles Poe, Memphis lumberman, organ- 
ized a Citizens’ Committee for Estes 
Kefauver. They spoke, did personal work, 
and raised money for the campaign. 


Negroes Decide to Vote 
For Man They “Believe In.” 


A Negro Citizens’ Committee for Kefau- 
ver was formed in Memphis to parallel the 
commitfee of whites. Previously Negroes 
had voted in Memphis chiefly as zombies for 
the machine, trucked from polling place to 
polling place, voting the Crump ticket re- 
peatedly with wild abandon. 

Kefauver’s vote on civil rights questions 
and its effect on his campaign among Ne- 
groes in Tennessee casts a good deal of light 
on this complicated issue. ‘Kefauver has 
opposed the poll tax and stood for stronger 
federal laws against vote frauds. He looks 
upon his proposed constitutional amend- 
ment making the vote in the electoral col- 
lege reflect the popular vote in each state 
as an advance in civil rights, because by 
giving rise to the two-party system in the 
South it would give minorities a better 
chance to make their influence felt. 

On all these points, the Negroes agreed 
with him. But some of them balked be- 
cause he had opposed the anti-lynching bill. 
Kefauver contends that the penalty on coun- 
ty governments in which a lynching occurs 
embraces the Nazi-like theory of collective 
guilt. Besides, he says, an anti-lynching 
bill would stir up race feeling and probably 
be unenforceable anyway.

cause Kefauver had opposed the fair em- 
ployment practices bill. Here, agaim he ex- 
pressed constitutional doubts and asserted 
that a federal law requiring an employer to 
hire a certain proportion of workers by race 
would be impracticable and unenforceable. 

After debating the matter, Memphis Ne- 
gro leaders decided they liked Kefauver 
and gave him their support. Louis R. 
Johnson, president of the Memphis Negro 
Chamber of Commerce, says: 


“‘We preferred Kefauver to someone 
who would have been for everything in 
the civil rights bill. For such a man 
could not have been elected. We want a 
man who is as sympathetic to the plea 
for justice for the Negro as he can be and 
still be elected. We know Kefauver and 
believe in him. We didn’t want him to 
defeat himself.” 

Johnson estimates that only 10 per cent 
of the Negro half of the population of 
Memphis and Shelby county vote at all, but 
that two-thirds of those voting cast their 
ballots for Kefauver. 


Stand on Labor Issues: 
“I Call Them As I See Them.” 


As on race issues, on labor questions, 
Kefauver showed an independent attitude. 
He voted against the Case bill and the Taft- 
Hartley bill on the ground that they were 
unfairly drawn and contained unconstitu- 
tional clauses. When the Taft-Hartley bill 
was up for a vote he tried unsuccessfully 
to get it recommitted for revision, promis- 
ing to vote for it if it were perfected. 

Business men did not like his vote against 
Taft-Hartley, but labor did not like his votes 
for the Smith-Connally Act, the President’s 
bill to break the rail strike in 1946, the 
Hobbs Anti-Racketeering Act or the Mon- 
roney bill to place unions under the anti- 
trust laws. 


The CIO considered Kefauver suffi- 
ciently fair to give him its support. The 
business men on the Kefauver Committee 
considered him fair enough to manage- 
ment to give him their support. Kefauver 
says, “I call them as I see them.” 


Particularly in Memphis, however, the 
most important factor in the campaign was 
the coming home to roost at long last of 
Boss Crump’s sins. People rcmembered: 
How school teachers had been transferred 
for displeasing the machine; how lawyers 
were gagged for criticizing Crump judges; 
how reporters and photographers were 
jailed on past election days for investizgat- 
ing the machine’s voting methods, how 
Editor Meeman had been accused of various 
“offenses” ~—— for daring to challenge the 
boss. 

All this added-up to a feeling of not 
being quite a free citizen. The time seemed 
to have come to do something about it. 

Election day, Kefauver forces — well- 
schooled in the election laws—were watch- 
ing at the polls. When the votes were 
counted, the anti-Crump forces had tallied 
three-fourths as many votes for Senator in 
Memphis and Shelby county as the Crump 
candidate—an unheard-of proportion—and 
won hands-down in the state. 

Said a typical Memphis citizen of that 
election day: “I pulled my hat tight down 
on my head aygd voted for Kefauver and 
Browning. I’m going to own my own soul 
from here on out.”

The first- 
person account of this former government 
employe, who Andrews calls “‘Mr. Blank” 
to protect him from further injustice, is a 
sequel to the dispatches to the Herald 
Tribune and the Post-Dispatch for which 
the correspondent was awarded the 1947 
Pulitzer prize. 


This experience takes on fresh meaning 
after the death last Monday of Dr. 
Harry Dexter White shortly following 
completion of testimony before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee. In 
this instance a trusted Treasury official 
for more than a decade, and since the 
Bretton Woods conference director of the 
International Stabilization Fund, was tor- 
mented even though he asked for oppor- 
tunity to rest on account of a serious 
heart condition. Three days later he 
was dead. 


Mr. Blank is still alive but he went 
through eight months which were harrow- 
ing and searing. He subsequently did find 
work, but it took a discouraging hunt that 
would have unnerved many a man with less 
determination. 

Bert Andrews, whose newspaper is both 
stanchly Republican in its politics and 
stanchly protective of civil rights of Ameri- 
can citizens, asked M~. Blank to tell wheth- 
er the State Department’s action was able 
to “pursue him into private life.’ 

Mr. Blank’s eight-months’ experience, 
can be summarized as follows: 

Immediately on dismissal he was con- 
fronted with the problem of caring for his 
family. When he began to interview per- 
sons in charge of prospective openings he 
found that these interviews centered chiefly 
around the reason why he was dismissed 
from the State Department rather than his 
qualifications for a job. He was continual- 
ly pressed to explain why he was fired and 
this he could not explain since no cause had 
ever been told him. 

To almost everyone to whom he spoke, it 
was inconceivable that the State Depart- 
ment would fire an employe arbitrarily, 
without a statement of charges and thus 
giving him no real opportunity to defend 
himself. 


Wife and Children Feel 
Result of Man’s Dismissal. 


What did this state of affairs mean to 
Mr. Blank’s family? He recounts the ef- 
fect in words that every person will under- 
stand. In the first place, he saw very little 


of his family over a long eight months. His 
diligent job-hunt took him out of Washing- 
ton part of almost every week—indeed, 
most of the time, 

Even in the summer, when it was diffi- 
cult to see people, he did not spend one 
week of consecutive days with his family. 
What it was like at home on a weekend, if 
he was able to return, should be told in 
Mr. Blank’s own words: 

“My older child is quite lexed and 
disturbed at my erratic co and go- 
ings and despite our efforts to shield him 
from the reality of my unemployment, he 
is old enough to.sense the anxiety and 
indignation we are experiencing. No one 
in the house can miss the eagerness with 


which we answer the telephone or the 
expectancy with which the mailman is 


is still sieht: ‘col many destens have 
sought to persuade their patients to remain 
private and fee-paying, but, in these times 
of high prices and heavy taxation, without 
too much success, 

The average British doctor is an inde- 
pendent man.

awaited in the hope that each message 
may at long last bring news of a job. 

“So far the hope has not materialized 
and the let-down feeling can be appre- 
ciated only by someone who has similarly 
yearned anxiously and incessantly over 4 
long period of time.” 

When the State Department’s star cham- 
ber proceedings were over and Mr. Blank 
was out as a government employe, he can- 
vassed “every possible source of approach” 
for a new job. He wrote to his college 
professors, his’ college employment office, 
former business associates, friends, business 
persons who were suggested to him, public 
employment agencies—every lead he could 
think of. 

One after another these leads were fol- 
lowed and earnestly developed. One after 
another they flattened out. In many in- 
stances, it was a case of only a few min- 
utes—until the separation frgm the State 
Department became known. 


The Loyalty “Hearings” 
Cited by State Department. 


Through the summer he saw 10 to 15 
people a week. Most of the time he was 
in the difficult position of trying to account 
for the fact that he needed a job rather 
than befng able to discuss his qualifications. 
Though teaching places were largely filled 
in colleges by that time, his college profes- 
sors wrote to the State Department in an 
endeavor to discover the reason for his dis- 
missal. In answer to one such query a uni- 
versity professor was advised by the State 
Department although Mr. Blank did not 
know the specific charges, he knew them in 
“a general way.” It also said that he had 
had “two hearings.”’ 

Bert Andrews’s dispatches in the Her- 
ald Tribune exposed these “hearings” and 
showed that they were not hearings at all, 
but occasions on which Mr. Blank was 
told that he might say anything he cared 
to in behalf of himself. This without 
having ever been told in the slightest 
degree why he was being dismissed! 

It looked as if there would be a chance 
in an international economic agency; after 
its head wrote to the administrative office 
of the State Department that went glimmer- 
ing. Then there was the post of business 
economist with one of the country’s large 
textile houses. The State Department aspect 
was thoroughly discussed. Matters seemed 
to go along satisfactorily. Finally, after 
almost everything was settled, Mr. Blank 
was notified that the “firm had changed its 
mind.” No more explanation than that. — 

By this time his savings and leave 
money were exhausted and he applied for 
his government retirement fund. Mean- 
while, he lived on borrowed money. 

When the President’s Committee on Civil 
Rights published its report, Mr. Blank 
wrote a leading member of the committee 
about his plight. He told of his education 
and experience and need. -Several weeks 
later he received 2 note from the commit- 
tee member’s secretary saying the letter 
had been filed with the -personnel office of 
the firm. Mr. Blank heard nothing further. 

In January of this year, he was able to 
get a few days’ work preparing an eco- 
nomic report for an industrialist—the first 
employment he had had in eight months. 
Not long after that, he mortgaged his home 
to obtain money with which to feed his 
family. 

Bert Andrews is able to report later in- 
formation and a happier ending. At long 
last, Mr. Blank “got a post in which he 
could make a new beginning.” At best it 
was “truncated justice.” 

The experience of Mr. Blank in the 
State Department had a grim sequel. 
For Hamilton Robinson, who gave the or- 
ders for Mr. Blank’s dismissal, himself. 
was made a target for dismissal. Scion 
of an old family, a Taft school, .Prince- 
ton, Oxford and Yale Law School man, 2 
10-year member of the New York Repub- 
lican Club, Robinson found himself. under 
fire from Republican Representative Fred 
E. Busbey of Illinois. . 

“Busbey learned. that Robinson had an 
allegedly leftist second cousin,” Andrews 
writes, and so “Robinson’s scalp was called 
for.” 

But whereas neither Secretary of State 
Marshall nor Assistant Secretary John 
Petrifoy raised their voices against the 
treatment of Mr. Blank, they both came to 
the defense of Robinson. Peurifoy told a.. 
House subcommittee that he was “quite 
frankly disturbed by the present tendency 
to extend the highly questionable theory of 
‘guilt by association’ to lengths that amount 
to a travesty of the traditional American 
justice.” 

Robinson demanded and obtained an open 
hearing before his accusers. Fianked by. his 
chief, he demanded: “Let us start out with © 
what the charge is. What is the charge, Mr. 
Chairman?”. This was the question Mr. 
Blank could get no one in the State Depart- 
ment to answer. The complaint against 
Robinson flattened out and he went back

Palestine Needs Peace 


Israeli and Arab representatives at Lake Suc- 
cess last week again promised that the truce im- 
posed on Palestine by the United Nations would 
be respected. But at almost the same time, 
Israeli and Arab military commanders met on 
Jerusalem’s Hill of Evil to accuse each other of 
violating the truce, and to see whether they 
could not agree on a neutral zone for Red Cross 
activities. Thus words and actions no longer 
jibe, and the Holy Land is in danger of another 
blood bath. 

And if it is not prevented, it will be useless 
bloodshed. As the Washington Post says, even 
the Pentagon has now learned that the Arabs 
cannot sweep the Jews into the Mediterranean. 


~ With their princes divided and their people 


disillusioned, the strength is all on the other 
side. Israel has not only been able to defend it- 
self brilliantly, but it has also been able to 


carry on most of the functions of a well-founded ~ 


state. The Arabs, on the other hand, have not 


even been able to organize their part of Pales-. 


tine. 

Under these circumstances, it is time for the 
Security Council and for the powers individual- 
ly to abandon their watchful waiting. . The UN 
ought to cancel Count Bernadotte’s proposal to 
turn Jerusalem over to the Arabs. They can't 
hold it in peace. The UN should re-assert its 
original plan, announced on Nov. 29, for making 
it an international city, open equally to Jew, 
Moslem and Christian. 

The UN also should act favorably on the ex- 


_ pected application of Israel for membership. The 


United States and Russia already have indicated 
their support. But yesterday a British spokes- 
man at Lake Success said that his country would 
attempt to block it. How inconsistent it would 
be for the UN to deny membership to a state 
created by its own fiat! It is time for Foreign 
Secretary Beyin to overcome his préconceived 
notions and, as the Manchester Guardian urges, 
to recognize that Israel has in fact existed since 
last May. The United States might well change 
its de facto recognition to de jure. 

The Arabs are not romantics. They are real- 
ists. Those who have done the fighting in Pales- 
tine, notably Abdullah of Trans-Jordan, have no 
taste for more of it. They are ready for nego- 
tiations. And there can be no better basis than 
a frank and formal recognition of the situation 
as it is. That would go a long way toward si- 
Jencing Bedouin firebrands. As for the major- 
ity of the Arabs, they got along quite well with 
the Jews for centuries, and they will do so again 
once the present turmoil is quieted. 

Washington and London should not forget that 


. continuation of the strife can only mean less 


and less respect for them on the part of Israeli 
and Arab alike. An ordered .Palestine, on the 
other hand, would find a natural place in the 
orbit of the West. 
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Nine Red Faces? 


Kari K. Kershner had taught chemistry at the 
Missouri School of Mines for 28 years. Presum- 
ably he would have been a Rolla professor until 
retirement, and there was little likelihood that 
he would have risen in the salary stale much 
above the $3906 which was his rate of pay. Then 
the University of Missouri curators, determined 
on “disciplining” Prof. Kershner and four 
other Rolla teachers, transferred them to Colum- 
bia. He was one of those demoted—in his case, 
two ranks to assistant professor. He decided not 
to take it, and he doesn’t have to. 

At the age of 55, Prof. Kershner is starting 
over. The United States Bureau of Mines ex- 
perimental station at Rolla is glad to take him 
on its staff as research chemist. He not only 
can continue to live in the town which has been 
his home all these years, but he will get $6300 
a year—an increase of $2400. Thus does Mis- 
souri lose a good man to the federal service. 
There ought to be nine red faces, nine being the 
number of faces on the University of Missouri 
Board of Curators. 
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France Takes the Lead 

France now has become the first nation to 
take official steps toward the realization of the 
dream of a United States of Europe. 

The new Marie cabinet, with President Aurio] 
in the chair, solemnly adopted Foreign Minister 
Schuman’s proposal to begin immediate nego- 
tiations with other nations for the calling of a 
European Parliament and the drafting of a con- 
stitution for a federated continent. 

Further, it authorized the National Assembly 
to appoint a committee of 25 non-parliamentary 
members to represent France in such talks. 
Also, Great Britain, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg are being invited to a prelimi- 
nary meeting to be held in Brussels not later 
than next November. 

These steps closely follow the suggestions 
made at the unofficial European Federation Con- 
ference held recently at The Hague under the 
aegis of Winston Churchill. (Two members of 
the present French cabinet, Paul Reynaud and 
Paul Ramadier, attended The Hague meetings.) 

It is easy enough to say that in the face of 
the emergence of two such super-powers as the 
United States and Soviet Russia, the old Euro- 
pean powers have no choice other than to fed- 
erate or to be submerged. The trouble has been 
that while statesmen recognized this fact, they 
also felt all the old pressures of European na- 
tionalisms, the differences in cultures and lan- 
guages, the diversities in currencies and customs, 
and the rivalries in trade and industry. 

Especially in its attitude toward Germany, 
France itself at times has seemed to be the chief 
obstacle to a federated Europe. Now, however, 
the nation which has given the world so many 
new political ideas stands behind perhaps the 
greatest political innovation in all history. A 
quick realization of the ideal is too much to 
expect. Many difficulties must be overcome. 

But the cause is measurably advanced by the 
fact that it is no longer merely an aspiration of 
far-sighted individuals, but also the official 
policy of one of the old nations of Europe on 
the threshold of a new era. 
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Toward Popular Election 
Amending the Constitution to divide each 
state’s presidential electoral votes in proportion 
to its popular vote continues to gather support- 
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evenly-contested state like New York. There- 
fore, candidates would cater Yess to these minori- 
ties. 

Quite apart from the merits 'of civil rights 
legislation, the records of both parties are re- 
plete with bare-faced appeals to strategic minori- 
ties, a practice which the amendment would go 


‘far toward ending. It would knock out the pros- 


pect that a nominee could be defeated though 
receiving a larger popular vote than the winner. 
It would not alter the unequal apportion- 
ment of electoral votes to the states, and thus 
falls short of full guarantee sf popular election 
of the President. That is still the ideal, and the 
amendment should be revised to that end. 
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Great Opportunity in Illinois 

Citizens of Illinois should breathe just a little 
easier this weekend. Up in Peoria county a 
special prosecutor is at work getting ready for 
the meeting of the grand jury tomorrow. The 
prospect is that Verle W. Safford and the jurors 
who work with him will probe deeply into the 
relations between syndicated gambling and or- 
ganized crime on one hand and state, county 
and local officials on the other. If they meet 
the full hopes of the decent citizens, there will 
be indictments, prosecutions and, doubtless, con- 
victions. 

But Peoria county is only one county. 
Post-Dispatch news columns now show that of- 
ficialdom in La Salle county, for example, needs 
the same kind of going over. The State’s At- 
torney at Ottawa, Charles A. Helffrich, was 
found in contempt of court when he objected to 
appointment of a special prosecutor to inquire 
into widespread violations of gambling laws in 
the county. The Circuit Judge, Roy Wilhelm, 
then invited Attorney General Barrett to repre- 
sent the court in contesting Helffrich’s appeal 
from a fine for the contempt action. Barrett 
refused to serve in this capacity, and this fact 
became part of Helffrich’s reply before the ap- 
pellate court. 

It is obvious by now that Illinois needs a 
thorough study of its criminal and prosecution 
machinery on an intensive, statewide basis. Illi- 
nois needs what Missouri got under the historic 
criminal justice survey conducted by Raymond 
Moley in 1925. With such a survey the issue 
could be lifted high above all suggestion of par- 
tisan politics. 

This is a task for Illinois. The Illinois Bar 
Association could and should put its hand firmly 
to it. With an Illinoisan, Gregory Tappan, at its 
head, the American Bar Association could also 
indorse the value and opportunity of a crime- 
politics survey. Chancellor Robert M. Hutchins, 
who is a member of the bar, is the type of out- 
standing citizen of Illinois who might head such 
a survey and direct its work. Conducted thor- 
oughly and fearlessly, an Illinois crime survey 
which named names, cited chapter and verse, 
and made positive recommendations, would be of 
immense value all over the country. 

The time to strike is while the iron is hot and 
the iron is hot in Illinois now, as Gov. Dwight 
H. Green, among others, full well knows. 
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To Stop Red Violence in Berlin 

There is one thing that the United Sfates and 
Britain should make unmistakably plain to Rus- 
sia forthwith. This is that no more brutality by 
Russian troops will be tolerated in the sectors 
of Berlin for which the Western Allies are re- 
sponsible. SF 

The lamentabie ‘fact is that we have been much 
too lenient about these invasions of Red military 
personnel among German citizens who look to 
us for protection. Indeed, there have been far 
too many séizures of our own soldiers and 
civilian employes in the former capital city. 

if we permit this to continue it will be tragic 
for everyone. It will encourage the Russians 
to think that they can get by with even the 
most patent violations of others’ rights. It will 
convince the Germans that we do not stand up 
to our authority. And it will destroy morale 
among our own personnel if they conclude that 
our Government does not stand behind them. 

We have sent the right kind of note to the 
Kremlin in our demand for the‘ recall of Soviet 
Consul Lomakin, who harassed Mrs. Kosenkina. 
We should be equally firm and direct in the mat- 
ter of the beating of German policemen ab- 
ducted from the American sector of Berlin. 

The Reds know little and care less about gen- 
eral principles. If they are to be persuaded, it 
will be on specific cases on which they can be 
confronted with proved facts. The Berlin stab- 
bings, beatings and kidnappings are occasion 
enough for sternest protests. 
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War and Men’s Minds 


A most unusual convention has been in session 
in London for the last week or so. Formally 
known as the International Mental Health Con- 
gress, it is being attended by about 2100 dele- 
gates from 54 countries. All of them are wres- 
tling with the problem of war on the individual 
level. One dares to hope that they may have 
more success than the statesmen have achieved 
on the national level. 

“We have never had enough people anywhere 
who are sufficiently free of those neurotic symp- 
toms which make war inevitable,” Dr. George B. 
Chisholm, director-general of the United Nations 
World Health Organization, told the delegates. 
“Only sound, healthy people, free from fear, can 
shape a sound healthy world, free from fear.” 

Others at the London congress feel that there 
is “enough good will and straight thinking in 
this world to save us from a suicidal plunge into 
war if only that good will and straight thinking 
could be mobilized effectively and in time.” 

But whether they are by nature inclined to 
look on the bright side of the problem or on its 
dark side, all of the delegates seem agreed that 
ours is, indeed, a century of fear—a century in 
which individual men are deeply influenced by 
anxieties, hungers, hates, feelings of guilt and of 
aggression. They say—as was said on this page 
recently—that more must be done ori the per- 
sonal level if national and international solutions 
to the problem of war and peace are to emerge. 

Skeptics are inclined to cold-shoulder the dis- 
cussion of such ideas. Crackpots, on the other 
hand, find them just vague enough to be attrac- 
tive. The London Congress has had its troublés 
with both types. By far the vast majority of the

Champion of Capitalist Economics

These are just the opposite systems, to 
that on which Soviet Russia is operating. 
Bilateral] agreements are the methods by 
which Moscow does business with the out- 
side world—the system of swaps of particu- 
lar goods with particular countries—and, of 
course, Moscow is dedicated to collectivism, 
not private enterprise. 

As for the’ Morgenthau plan, Soviet policy 
is aimed at developing a strong Germany 
as an appendage to the Soviet Union. To 
the charge of fostering and willfully giving 
classified information to a Soviet spy ring, 
Mr. White offered the only defense open to 
him under the procedures followed by the 
Un-American Activities Committee—an un- 
equivocal denial under oath.

Such a provision was included 
in the draft bill it sent to the 
Capitol this year, but it was elimi- 
nated. The new bill will not men- 
tion doctors and dentists specific- 
ally, but a generalized provision 
would give the President authori- 
ty to draft men with specialized 
technical and professional] skills. 

Recognizing that an expanded 
Army will call for more doctors, 
the American Medical Association 
has set up a committee to deter- 
mine how many will be needed 
and to devise ways of stimulating 
enlistments to avoid the necessity 
for drafting doctors. 

But the A.M.A. is convinced the 
Army is over-estimating its need 
for doctors. During the last war 
the Army was overstaffed with 
doctors to such an extent as to 
create a serious morale program 
among medical officers who had |W 
nothing to do while the civilian 
population was being deprived of 
necessary medical services. 

Ratio of Doctors to Civilians. 

A few figures are illuminating. 
During the war the Army had one 
doctor for every 170 men in uni- 
form. That left one doctor for 
every 1500 persons in the civilian 
population. Now the Army has 
one doctor for every 300 men in 
uniform; the civilian population 
one doctor for every 975 persons. 

What the Army wants to do is 
to increase its present staff of 
3000 doctors to 8200 which would 
mean one doctor for every 180 
men in uniform after the draft 
has brought the Army and Air 
Force up to authorized strength. 

The Army Medical Corps 
spokesman who provided the fig- 
ures said efforts were being made 
to expand the medical service 
pending passage of a revised draft 
bill. 

During the war the Army paid 
for the medical education of thou- 
sands of young doctors with the 
agreement that, after graduation, 
they would serve in uniform for 
two years; but, with the end of 
the war, and the rapid demobili- 
zation which followed, the Army 
did not want to commission these 
young medical graduates as offi- 
cers, even if they had wanted to 
be commissioned. The agreement 
was that the young graduates 
would serve immediately following 
graduation, so the Army now has 
no strings on them except for 
those who accepted commission 
in the reserve corps, and even 
these cannot be called to active 
uty except on declaration of an 

ergency. 

Inducement to Doctors. 

Those who gained a medical 
education at government expense 
and were not called to active ser- 
vice are now being urged to con- 
sider that they have a “moral 
duty” to enter service now, when 
they are needed. 

As an added inducement, Con- 
gress has provided that medical 
officers who enlist may be paid 
an extra $100 a month above the 
base pay and allowances for offi- 
cers of the same grade in other 
branches of the service. 

The present draft law permits 
induction of doctors, but only 
those under the age of 26, and 
the extra $100 a month compen- 
sation is not available to those 
who are inducted, rather than en- 
list. 

As another step, the Medical 
Corps has abandoned its tradi- 
tional “tables of organization,” 
which specified, for instance, that 
fon every unit of 1000 men in 
uniform there shoula be five doc- 
tors. A more fluid system has 
been worked out with the inten- 
tion of providing the same amount 
of medical care.

Furthermore, the Army is seek- 
ing to expand its system of civilian 
consultants—doctors who will con- 
tract, usually for $50 a day—to 
spend one, two or three days a 
week administering to _ soldiers, 
and on those days foregoing their 
civilian practice. 

Shortage in Army Doubted. 

Dr, James C. Sargent of Milwau- 
kee, chairman of the A.M.A. 
Council on National Emergency 
Medical Service, frankly doubted 
there is a shortage of doctors in 
the Army at this time. 

“There is no doubt that as the 
Army expands, it will need more 
doctors, but how many more is 
the question,” he said. 

“It is very clear that in the 
last war the Army inducted far 
more doctors than it needed. That 
reduced the number of doctors 
available to the civilian population 
to the point where we were on the 
verge of disaster, and would have 
e disaster if, for in- 
stance, there had been a flu epi- 
demic comparable to that of 1918, 
or if there had been any substan- 
tial number of civilian casual- 
ties.”

The ‘military services, he 
pointed out, select young men, 
presumably the finest physical 
specimens in the land, while the 
civilian population, which even 
now has far fewer doctors in pro- 
portion to population, includes the 
aged, the lame, the hait and the 
blind, and others who do not 
measure up to the physical stand- 
ards set by the military services. 

What is needed, Dr. Sargent said, 
is a joint commission of civilian 
and Army doctors to establish the 
extent of the need of the armed 
forces for doctors. 

Nothing has been done-to bring 
that about... 

“In addition,” he added, “there 
should be a medical unit in the 
National Security Resources 
Board which would look at the 
over-all need of the nation, both 
the civilian need and the military 


need. 

“The board is just now in the 
process of setting up such a com- 
mittee.

URELY Stalin is the only Field | 


Marshal who never wore a uni- 

form before his fortieth year. 
The prisoner’s garb is not a uni- 
form. On the other hand, Stalin 
became familiar with the use of 
weapons very early in his life— 
at. first, of course, with the re- 
volver he carried as a precaution 
against the police, and then with 
the hunting rifle which he used 
in Siberia to get himself better 
food. 

In the face of the mounting ter- | 
ror regime which followed the: 
abortive revolution of 1905—when | 
the prisons were overflowing with 
political convicts—the revolution- 
aries resorted to terror themselves. 

True, their representatives had 
entered the Parliament either as 
Socialists or as Bolsheviks. But 
they also continued their illegal 
work, and even committed. rob- 
beries. | 

They regarded robbing the Im- 
perial Treasury as a moral action. 

The most famous_of those hold- 
ups took place in 1907 in Tiflis, 
and was talked about throughout 
the civilized world. 

The ringleader in that instance 
was Stalin, as is well known today 
to every schoolboy in Russia, 
though the story has never got | 
into print there. 

Stalin Dodges Question. 

I would have loved to get the 
story from Stalin himself, but 
when I asked him whether there 
was any truth to that old story, he 
remained silent; in fact, that was 
the only question he failed to an- 
swer during my interview (in July 


Instead, he got up and walked 
over to a desk in his heavy gait 
to pick up a pamphlet which he 
gave to me and said, “Here you'll 
find everything about me.” Then 
he laughed. It was a sly, diabolic 
laugh. 

What happened in 1907 in Tiflis 
was this: 

Stalin and his friends knew that 
the post office was expecting a 
shipment of a quarter of a million 
of ruble notes from St. Peters-| 
burg. The money was to be taken |

But while such men as Lenin 
and Trotsky who lived abroad as 
well as some of the leaders at 
home could work on undermining 
the morale of the Czarist army, 
Stalin was in exile, for the sixth 
time in his life. 

In 1913 he was sent to an Arctic 
hamlet consisting of three cot- 
tages and surrounded by the 
tundra which remained frozen for 
nine months of the year. 

He lived there without comrades 


or women, without wine or music,: 


without any newspapers. He spent 
his time reading, chopping wood, 
knitting nets and fishing in holes 
he would drill in the ice.

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MAKERS OF MATHEMATICS — by 
Alfred Hooper (Random House, New 
York; 402 pgs.; $3.75.) 

OW much mathematics need 
hk the average man know? As 

with various formal school 

subjects the pendulum swings to 
extremes. Once a knowledge of 
mathematics was considered in 
itself an education; today it is 
de-emphasized except as prere- 
quisite for work in the physical 
sciences. If this book has no 
other values (and it has many) 
it may at least open the minds 
ef educators who read it to the 
fact that any subject pleasingly 
presented by an intelligent and 
informed teacher can come 
alive. It might help to introduce 
@ survey course, perhaps in the 
last year of elementary school, so 
that students entering high 
schools would lose some of the 
unwarranted fears which always 
tend to inhibit the ease of learn- 
ing. 

It is the author’s contention 
that the development of mathe- 
matics can best be understood 
when linked with the various in- 
dividuals responsible for intro- 
duction of new concepts and 
methods. A “golden age” in 
Greece, a “‘dark age’’ or renais- 
gance” in Europe will produce 
the climate (or lack of it) for 
new ideas, and so he briefly de- 
scribes each period. Then he in- 
troduces the living characters of 
al-Khowarizimi, Pythagoras, Ar- 
chimedes, Euclid, Descartes, 
Newton, Leibniz, men of all cul- 
tures and nationalities. 

* . . 

He verbally and graphically 
illustrates their contributions, 
showing how some received early 
recognition and others had to 
wait centuries before they be- 
came part of the universal heri- 
tage of knowledge. What to us 
is so simple and natural a method 
of adding, subtracting, multiply- 
ing and dividing was not uni- 
versally adopted until the seven- 
teenth century. And, the author

metric system. Every age has 
those who hold it back. 

Prof. Hooper is an English 
mathematician who is now be- 
coming an American citizen. He

MERICAN contributions to 
A the general fund of English 
speech may have enriched 
the language or corrupted it ac- 
cording to one’s point of view. 
What seems beyond dispute, 
however, is that many expres- 
sions of American origin are 
now in general use wherever 
English is spoken and read. If 
this is evidence of American vi- 
tality and inventiveness it is al- 
s0 a commentary on the respon- 
siveness of the language as a 
whole to new and vitalizing in- 
fluences. Beginning from the 
time when it was no more than 
a Germanic dialect it has taken 
whatever it could use without 
prejudice and from many 
sources—Teutonic, Scandinavian, 
Celtic, Greek, Latin — and for 
better or worse has become the 
first language of the world. 


What interests me about this 
subject, at the moment, is that 
the language as a whole shows 
no sign of a breakup. Specialists 
in the “American language” 
naturally emphasize its peculiar- 
ities but surely it must be quite 
apparent, even to H. L. Menck- 
en, that the influences which 
reinforce an international Eng- 
lish are infinitely stronger than 
those which might break it in two. 
Whether the English or the 
Americans are the more im- 
portant in its future development 
is beside the point. It will con- 
tinue to be a common possession 
with a common tradition em- 
bracing 
Whitman; Walter 
Ring Lardner. 

It is pertinent, then, as well 
as interesting to make compari- 
sons from time to time between 
British and American writers 
since both can and should be

There are many possible rea- 
sons for this difference. The 
classical tradition is stronger in 
the English universities than 
here, the English reading public 
in the upper brackets of literacy 
is proportionately larger than in 
the United States and a propor- 
tionately larger number of young 
Britishers are inclined toward a 
literary career by virtue of their 
early training. But whatever 
the reason, the results should be 
considered. Perhaps it’s merely 
a matter of “literary veneer’— 
the icing on the cake. I don’t 
think so. Moreover only the 
confused thinker would assume 
that a cultfvated style always 
conceals an anemic emotional 
apparatus or that crudity can al- 
ways be equated with strength. 


Yet there is some evidence to 
show that American writers may 
be victims of just that sort of 
confusion. The raw stuff of sex, 
crime and pathological aberra- 
tions passed on to the reader as 
they strike the senses and with 
a minimum of interpretation. 
This, the author seems to think, 
is what constitutes “strong 
stuff’? which would be weakened 
by too much explanation. 

F there is anything deliberate

function and duty of a creative 
artist. People read _. books, 
whether for entertainment, in- 
struction or emotional purga- 
tion, because they believe that 
writers have a specialized inter- 
pretive skill. Power is not 
gained but lost when this func- 
tion is abdicated. 

American exceptions to this 
tendency are a striking proof of 
the fallacy at its source. Stanley 


Pennell’s “‘The History of Rome , 


Hanks,” one of the strongest and 
broadegt in its panoramic effect, 
of recent American novels, is al- 
so distinguished for its scholar- 
ship, its verbal precision and its 
rich sonority. So the careful 
processing of the material does 
not dilute its strength. 

American authors will and 
should follow their own bent. 
No one wants a slavish imitation 
of English models, however good. 
But there is no virtue in crude 
writing that cannot be salvaged 
and preserved in a medium that 
shows a greater respect for the 
genius of the language.

HE intelligent adult reader 
who wishes to know the 
story of the “embattled 
farmers’ ”’ fight for freedom will 
find it here. If, however, he has 
not previously read the author’s 
“Origins of the American Revo- 
lution,” which was the Book of 


the Month Club selection for 
August 1943, he will wish to re- 
fer to it. Because Mr. Miller in 
the earlier volume had treated 
in great detail the importance of 
the political philosophy under- 
lying the American Revolution, 
he neglects it somewhat in the 
work under = review. “The 
Triumph of Freedom” is the sec- 
ond volume in a trilogy planned 
by Mr. Miller. The patient read- 
er who works through this ex- 
haustive treatment will look for- 
ward to the next and last volume 
of the series. 


This book deals primarily 
with political, military, naval 
and diplomatic movements 
which led to the emergence of 
the United States as a free sov- 
ereign power in the society of 
nations. The author never 


loses sight of the title of his 
work. He bring&S to bear a 
wealth of detail gathered from 
every conceivable primary and 
secondary source, to explain how 
freedom triumphed. He shows, 
with consummate skill, the inter- 
play of politics on a high level 
and of sordid intrigue on the 
lower level in 13 jealous colonies 
in their over-all government, the 
Continental Congress. He cor- 
relates these with the political 
rivalries and diplomatic maneu- 
vers at London, Paris, Madrid 


and Antwerp. Thus the reader 
is left with a clear picture of 
the multifarious aspects of the 
Revolutionary War and will, as 
a consequence, marvel that the 
American cause triumphed. The 
author has, throughout, excellent 
thumb-nail sketches of all the 
important personages on the two 
sides of the Atlantic who played 
important roles in the drama. 
As the story is told largely by 
participants in the struggle, the 
work possesses a passionate 
quality which gives it great vi- 
tality.

This small volume is an excel- 
lent illustration of the rich and 
comprehensive work done in the 
field of child development at the 
Yale clinic under the guidance 
of Dr. Gesell. It is not an 
original book but a collection of 
papers published by the author. 


The reader cannot but enjoy 
the clear and colorful presenta- 
tion of the various aspects of 
growth and development in the 
human child. He certainly must 
be impressed by the broad 
philosophical approach to the 
problems and the precise con- 
clusions reached by the author. 


Gesell . himself, gives a very 
good illustration of his own 
statement, that ‘‘the highest 
reaches in specilization require 
the profoundest fathoming into 
fundamentals.”’ 

This book contains only a very 
small part of Gesell’s contribu- 
tions to the study of child psy- 
chology, but it will give the 
reader some idea of their value. 


Co-operation with other dis- 
ciplines is the keyword in his ap- 
proach to understanding of the 
human mind. ‘This will be at- 
tained not through the _ re- 
searches of a single discipline, 
but through the conjunctive re- 
sults of a great interlocking sys- 
tem of sciences, a system in it- 
s@if the most characteristic cul- 
tural product of our technologi- 
cal civilization.”’

DONNELL COR BUYS 
SHAREIN WD TUNNEL 


at Speeds Greater Than 
Sound. ©

McDonnell Aircraft Corp. at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field has 
bought a one-sixth interest in a 
high-speed wind tunnel at Pasa- 
dena, Calif., for testing of plane 
and wing models at speeds through 
and beyond the speed of sound, 
it was announced yesterday. 

The McDonnell firm will be as- 
sociated with the Consolidated 
Vultee, Douglas, Lockheed, and 
North American Aviation compa- 
nies and California Institute of 
Technology in the operation of 
the tunnel. The purchase price 
of the interest was not announced, 
but at present the tunnel repre- 
sents an investment of more than 
$3,000,000. It has been in opera- 
tion since June 1, 1946. 

Known as the Southern Califor- 
nia Co-operative Wind Tunnel, the 
installation can be operated at any 
internal pressure range between 
one-tenth and three times normal 
atmospheric pressure. Wind blast 
is generated by two 3$2-blade pro- 
pellors which require 12,000 horse- 
power to operate. Air speeds up 
to 110 per cent of the speed of 
sound can be generated. 

The announcement said pur- 
chase of the interest in the tunnel 
was decided upon in part because 
of work in connection with the 
increased national preparedness 
program. In the past all the Mc- 
Donnell wind tunnel tests have 
been carried out in installations 
owned by other firms or agencies. 

When in use, stationary models 
are mé@unted in the wind tunnel 
and the air is driven past at con- 
trolled. speeds. Engineers thus 
are able to study the functioning 
of experimental wing sections and 
fuselage shapes before a full-size 
plane is constructed and flown. 
Such tests are particularly impor- 
tant for planes to be flown at 
approximately the speed of sound. 

The McDonnell firm makes jet 
planes for the Navy, and is doing 
experimental work for the Navy 
and the Air Force.

A Job of Threshing 


Down on the Farm 
By Leonard Hall | | 


HERE was a big grain crop raised in our ‘valley this 

season. The argument still goes on here as to whether the 

better harvesting method is to cut it with the old-fashioned 
binder, setting the shocks in the field to await the threshing 
machine; or to cut it with a 
combine which does the ac- 
tual threshing in the field 
and leaves the straw on the 
ground to be windrowed and 
baled. I believe the older 
method still gets the call, for 
it leaves the straw in a big 
stack where it can easily be 
used as rough feed for win- 
tering cattle. Straw doesn't 
make the best of feed; but 
any livestock farmer who 
has been at the game for a 
generation or so will recall 
many crop seasons when a 
couple of strawstacks meant 
the difference between suc- 
cess and failure. 

“A whole lot better than 
eating snowballs” is the old 
country saying about the 
strawstack. Yet it is my be- 
lief that each season will see more farmers turning to the 
combine method of harvesting because of the tremendous saving 
in labor—and I'm talking about the Ozark country, since areas 
where grain acreages ere large have already gone almost en- 
tirely to this method. What will probably happen is that as 
each stationary separator or threshing machine wears out, it

will be replaced by the more modern and efficient combine. 
- 
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If what I predict does happen, then one more 
of the great American farming customs will gradually 
pass into oblivion—and one more link with the olden 
times will be gone. This is the “threshing ring,” made 
up of perhaps a dozen neighbors who work together in 
one community until the threshing has been completed 
on all their farms. Gone, too, will be the threshing 
dinners which are real community events—looked for- 
ward to with eager anticipation. Yet I more than sus- 
pect there’s many a hard-worked farmer’s wife who'll 
breathe a sigh of relief when she sees the combine 
pull into the field of standing grain, with its smal! 
crew of professionals who bring lunch with them to eat 
in the shade of a tree at the noon hour. Feeding 25 
to 30 hungry men and boys on two or three successive 
days is a herculean task, even when a half dozen neigh- 
bors’ wives pack up their youngsters and come along 
to give you a hand.

@ THRESHING GOT UNDER WAY late in our valley this 
year—and didn’t mean much.em jour farm because we'd pas- 
tured out our small acreage of grain last spring. The fact is, 
we'd have missed.out on the fun entirely, if Hubert Russell 
hadn’t needed a couple of extra hands. And we were glad to 
go, for it enabled us to pay back, at least partially, such freely 
given past favors as the use of Hubert’s side delivery rake and 
hay loader which made our haying a relatively easy task. For 
once, we had a big enough threshing crew to make the job go 
swiftly and pleasantly. Eight wagons we had, hauling bundles 
to the machine, a willing crew of pitchers in the fields and 
enough men and trucks at the thresher to take care of the 
grain as it flowed from the machine.

Johnnie Douglas and Junior were working Otho Sutton’s 
team, since Otho runs the bank and can’t close up for threshing.

There were three of 
the Lashleys—the youngest riding old Nell and keeping the 
water jug in constant circulation. Charlie McClary was there 
with his team of big mules; and Bess Williams’s boys, Franklin 
and Junior, driving their tractor to the longest hay frame in 
Belleview Valley.

But if you have been 
feeling sorry for them, you can 
save wear and tear on your emo- 
tions. While some, like the Kueck- 
ens, started living on wheels be- 
cause of the housing shortage,,. 
most of the trailerists, as they 
call themselves, live that way 
from choice; and even those who 
got -into it from necessity have 
become trailer fans and make 
little effort to find a permanent 
home or apartment. 

B that the trailer, 


which was first devised for peo-»- 


ple who wanted to go places, has 
undergone something of a change 
of nature. Most of them are 


. permanent homes now. For every 


trailer on the road there are 50 
to 100 which are jacked up on 
cement blocks: in some trailer 
camp where they have been for 
the last one to five years. Some 
of them have attained such per- 
manency that their owners have 
closed them in from floor to the 
ground, built fences, cultivated 
lawns, insulated them with rock 
wool against summer heat and

“You get a 
sense of freedom,” says Kueckens, 
a refrigeration engineer, “that 
you don’t have in a house or an 
apartment, Even though we have 
been here at this trailer camp for 
two years now, we always feel 
that if we want to we can pick 
up and go. And we can do it at 
a moment’s notice.”

NTIL World War II, large- 
scale opium production was 
unknown to this hemisphere. 
The war, however, disturbed old 
sources—China, India, Iran, Yugo- 
slavia—and cut shipping routes. 
Like many other merchants faced 
with a shortage, American dope 


. dealers set out in desperate search 


of merchandise. Hopefully they 
turned to Mexico, where for years 
Chinese scattered along the west 
coast have grown poppies for their 
own use. Today a vast new opium 
empire has burgeoned on the 
Pacific slopes of Mexico’s wild 
Sierra Madre, and United States 
underworld distributors last year 
obtained an estimated 90 per cent 
of their opium stores from our 
southern neighbor. 


Along our entire southern bor- 
der, from San Diego to Browns- 
ville, Mexican dope is today smug- 
gled into the United States by 
land and air in a traffic grown 
in a few short-years to fantastic 
proportions. Although. the Rio 
Grande has long been the home 
of the freebooter and the bandit, 
no commerce has ever matched 
the voluminous, slick, audacious 
and profitable running of Mexican 
opium, which soared to a $50,- 
000,000 business last year. 


Aerial surveys of northwestern 
Mexico conducted by the Mexican 
Government reveal that dozens of 
villages and entire river valleys 
have made the poppy their sole 
crop, avidly cultivating the red 
amapola to the neglect of food. 
About 10,000 poppy fields spill 
their crimson hues across the dull 
green of the sierras. 

None of the Mexican output is 
used to supply the legitimate 
needs of. science and medicine. 


The crop is produced almost en- ' 


tirely for illicit United States con- 
sumption. And when one realizes 
that smoking opium (crude opium 
parboiled) is peddled to the con- 
gumer by the ounce, and that 
opium’s two derivatives, morphine 
(an alkaloid of opium), and heroin 
(morphine treated with acetic 
acid), are sold by the grain— 
1-7000 of a pound—the magnitude 
of last year’s record Mexican crop 
(believed to approximate 40 tons) 
is better understood. 


Mexico is a “natural” for the 
opium business: ideal, semi-trop- 
ical temperatures; inaccessible, 
thinly populated regions difficult 
to police; cheap land and cheap 
labor from exploitable peasants; 
certain corruptible elements to 
protect and conduct the traffic; 
local and state authority still 
strong enough to thumb its nose 
occasionally at the Federal Gov- 
ernment, 

When Mexican and _ United 
States dope merchants began look- 


.ing for agents early in the war, 


many of the Chinese “settlers 
readily agreed to serve, With 
promises that an acre of poppies 
would bring more pesos than any- 
thing else, these agents found it 

to persuade illiterate, pov- 
erty-pinched peasants living in the 
canyons and gorges of this cor- 
rugated wilderness to plant the 
red amapola. Most of the peas- 
ants had little idea how the juice 
they were told to extract from the 
seed-pod would be used—the plant- 
ers are still, for the most part, 
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cake, even if the latter is heavy and the icing sticky. Yes, 
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not drug addicts. Nor did most 
of them then know that raising 
opium poppies was illegal. They 
were simply selling a coagulated 
juice they called “goma,” and 
word soon spread through the 
mountains that this was sure-fire 
produce. 


As always in this sort of in-- 


dustry, the peasant receives the 
smallest proportionate return for 
his labor. One reason: so many 
higher-ups have become involved. 
A few months ago a former chief 
of the Mexican Narcotics Police 
was arrested in Guadalajara as 
a drug magnate. Before that, a 
former senator had been nabbed 
in his clandestine opium labora- 
tory in Mexico City, together with 
other members of his ring. And 
the opium-laden Cadillac of a 
member of the Mexican Presi- 
dential Security Police was seized 
by United States Customs on the 
border at. Laredo; it contained 63 
tins ($40,000 worth) of smoking 
opium, cked in a secret com- 
partment skillfully concealed be- 
tween backseat cushion and 
trunk. ‘ 


Meanwhile, in the opium-produc- 
ing regions—the states of Sinaloa, 
Sonora, Durango and Chihuahua— 
some of the ruling local politicos 
have exacted a toll, too. For a 
fee they have “overlooked” plant- 
ers’ illegal crops. For five years 
the “poppy-destruction campaigns” 
conducted by the Mexican federal 
government during the _ spring 
growing seasons, were almost 
totally ineffective. Federal agents 
sent to burn or cut the poppy 
fields “befriended” planters, while 
their false reports kept truly in- 
terested officials in the capital 
quiet.

UT there are today many earn- 

est citizens in Mexico who 

would gladly stop the traffic. 
The principal one is crisp young 
law professor Gonzalez de la Vega, 
who became Mexico’s new Attor- 
ney General in late 1946. Yet for 
his survey in the’spring of 1947— 
the first serious investigation of 
the Mexican opium industry—he 
could muster only six agents and 
an escort of 15 soldiers, one air- 
plane, and a budget of $1500. He 
accumulated, however, more am- 
munition in maps, figures and 
photographs than had been gath- 
ered in all the preceding years. 


As the Attorney General’s men 
advanced, planters fled, leaving 
solitary adobe houses and empty 
fields. Occasionally a wife“ re- 
mained, but when asked who 
planted the poppies, she usually 
shrugged, “Quien sabe?” (who 
knows?) Aerial photographs 
showed villages with poppy beds 
in every yard. Only 90 acres out 
of the estimated 12,500 under cul- 
tivation in the spring of 1947 were 
destroyed. 

At the urging of United States 
Commissioner of Narcotics H. J. 
Anslinger, the United Nations 
Narcotits Commission last fall ad- 
monished Mexico to quick action 
against its “enormous clandestine 
production of opium.” The Mex- 
ican Government, stung by the 
resolution, has now officially 
backed De la Vega’s campaign to 
the hilt. Reporting to the United 
Nations this year, Mexico claims 
gréat strides have been made 
since the resolution: penalties for 
trafficking have been stiffened; 
many arrests have been made; 

ts are being re-educated; 
the infantry, cavalry and air force

A Vast New Opium Empire Has Sprung Up on Pacific

The United States Customs 
Service got its first hint of the 
gathering storm in May 1940. 
Through an informer, Customs 
learned that a group of mobsters 
was in Douglas, Ariz., to buy Mex- 
ican opium. The conspiracy had 
been brewed while the men, Mex- 
icans and Americans, were serv- 
ing time in Leavenworth Peni- 
tentiary. United States Customs 
men arrested the whole gang in a 
hotel in Douglas. 

“We arrested our own under- 
cover men, too,” Edson J. Sham- 
hart, enforcement chief of the 
United States Customs Service, 
recalls with a chuckle. “He had 
acted as intermediary for the 
seller in Mexico and had just de- 
livered 10 pounds of crude opium 
to the bunch.”

United States dope smugglers 

abandoned the direct method of 
sending key men to buy. This had 
been the technique used in Eu- 
rope and the Orient. Now, smug- 
gling is handled by a network of 
locals on both sides, with the ddpe 
passing through many hands over 
a circuitous route. The operation 
has become progressively more 
complicated for traffickers to con- 
duct and for the law to catch. The 
machinations of this kind of 
smuggling are illustrated by the 
amusing story of Sam Maugeri’s 
arrest. 

Sam, a WesteCoast boss for the 
notorious 107th Street Mob, the 
New York City gang which is 
Public Enemy No. 1 in the Mexi- 
can dope racket, would consider 
no transaction involving less than 
$10,000—to be paid in advance. 
The Bureau of Narcotics assigned 
an undercover man to investigate 
the Maugeri combine. 

Aided by his fluent Italian and 
a flair for cookery, this agent 
wormed his way into’ the gang 
and Sam’s confidence. Soon he 
was asked to help in a smuggling 
haul. A car was bringing $20,000 
worth of Mexican drugs from 
Baja, Calif, to San Francisco. 
The crew took advantage of heavy 
traffic on a Tiajuana racing day, 
when customs officers are har- 
ried by 15,000 to 20,000 automo- 
biles crossing the border within 
eight hours. At.a tavern outside 
Los Angeles, the contraband was 
transferred to a different car, and 
different men took over. -This 
was, where the undercover man 
came in 

Reaching San Francisco, the 
men, uneasy about the law, de- 
cided that the safest place to re- 
pack the cargo would be in their 
new friend’s cabin, located in a 
wood outside the city. The agent, 
of course, had to agree. There— 
while he cooked them a tasty 
meal—they carefully packed the 
opium cans in two suitcases, then, 
exhausted, decided to turn in on 
the spot. To guard against any 
double-crossing, however, they 
first appointed the trusted agent 
as overnight custodian of the 
drugs.

sarily superficial unless an indi- 
vidual is suspected. Naturally, 
this massive movement of people 
conceals many a smuggler. 


In any of its forms, opium is 
compact and easily hidden. Cus- 
toms inspectors have _ recently 
seized from travelers drugs con- 
cealed in the inner tubes of spare 
tires, over a gasoline tank, in a 
hot water bottle, sewed to a shirt- 
tail, tucked in a necktie, hidden 
in a peanut, taped in a hat band, 
stuffed in a piece of cheese, 
among matches in a match box. 
Men can suspend a can of opium 
down each trouser leg; women 
strap one to the inner thigh or 
under the armpit. An infant in 
his mother’s arms may be carry- 
ing a small fortune in drugs in 
his diaper. 


In February, a man from Nuevo 
Laredo was caught with $100,000 
worth of heroin hidden in a loaf 
of bread. It is estimated that

only some 10 per cent of the drugs 
smuggled from Mexico are picked 
up by American officials; a 1500- 
mile land frontier, partly empty 
desert or shallow river where no 
inspection is feasible, offers al- 
most unlimited opportunities. 
The difficulties and dangers of 
narcotics policing—shared by the 
United States Customs Border Pa- 
trol and the Bureau of Narcotics, 
both under the Treasury Depart- 
ment—are tremendous. A few 
months ago a narcotics undercov- 
er agent was assigned to look 


into a Mexican gang offering huge ~ 


amounts of opium for sale in the 
tough United States border town 
of Calexico. He posed as a big 
Hollywood buyer and sported an 
impressive flash roll, for which 
he was in danger of being slugged 
even before the deal came off, 
Finding his man, “Chiguili”—self- 
styled “Al Capone of‘ Baja Cali- 
fornia”—he began the slow steps 
characteristic of a “first deal.” 
The smugglers tested him with 
many false appointments before 
confidence was established. 
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E agreed at last to buy if the 
H smugglers would deliver in the 

United States. The meeting 
place selected was flat, barren 
and lonely; any attempt to send 
covering officers would have been 
detected. So in the one car going 
to the rendezvous, an officer hid 
in the trunk compartment; two 
more in the back seat under a 
blanket. 

When the undercover agenf ar- 
rived at dusk he was the only 
visible man in his car. He got out 
and walked toward three heavily 
armed, waiting Mexicans. They 
had the opium. Together, they all 
began carrying it toward the car, 
when at a signal the concealed 
officers jumped out. Instead of 
surrendering, the smugglers began 
firing. Snipers the Mexicans had 
posted against ambush also opened 
up. Reinforcements arrived on 
both sides. After half an hour 
darkness ended the engagement. 
The score: three smugglers shot, 
no officers wounded. 

Most baffling of all to control 
is smuggling by air. From land- 
ing fields in Mexico (about 30 
have been spotted) it is possible 
for opium planes to flit back 
and forth across the border. An 
assortment of landing spots, in- 
cluding highways and hayfields, 
lies all over the West. Or a plane 
can fly back to Mexico without 
ever touching United States soil, 
parachuting its cargo into the 
desert. 

Some officials are convinced 
that even amphibious planes have 
been utilized to deliver opium to 
motor cruisers in the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia. Customs has not a single 
plane in service along the bor- 
der; it doubts, moreover, that an 
air patrol would be effective. 

“The only way to wipe out this 
illegal traffic is at the source, 
south of the border,” says Sham- 
hart. 

This Gonzalez de la Vega is try- 
ing to do. Until the figures for 
this year’s dope-smuggling have 
been logged in, however, those 
who guard the United States 
health against dangerous drugs 
will not know with assurance 
whether he has been successful.

Playing of Hymns Each 
Hour Urged — St. 
Louisans at World 
Council Session, 


Bells of Protestant churches in 
St. Louis and St. Louis county will 
ring with unusual frequency today, 
to celebrate the opening of the 
World Council of Churches in 


Amsterdam, Holland. 

Congregations affiliated with 
the Metropolitan Church Feder- 
ation have been requested by the 
Federation to arrange for hourly 
ringing of their bells, beginning 
at 8 a.m, and ending at 8 p.m. 
Churches which have chimes or 
amplifying apparatus for broad- 
casting airs were requested to 
have hymns played each hour. 
The Federation suggested the air 
“Nicea,” to which the hymn “Holy, 
Holy, Holy” is sung. 

In connection with the request, 
the Federation sought to learn 
which congregations have the 
oldest bells. Incomplete returns 
from this canvass show that sev- 
eral of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed churches have bells dating 
back well into the last century. 
St. Jehn’s Church, Grand boule- 
vard and Lee avenue, reports an 
‘age of 95 years for its bell, which 
hung in an earlier building. Fried-

The Amsterdam meeting is to 
continue until Sept. 5. Its purpose, 
besides the perfecting of its own 
organization, will be: “To assess 
the strengths and weaknesses of 
present-day Christendom; to de- 
fine a basis of common principle 
on which Christians can co-oper- 
ate for world order; and to form- 
ulate statements which will rep- 
resent the united thinking of the 
members, to be publicized the 
world over.”

ROME, Aug. 21 (AP)—Italy’s 
Communists, stung by recent re- 
verses, have announced a purge to 
eliminate the “fearful” and re- 
build around ‘a “hard core of the 
party’s “best fighters.” 
Independent and rightist news- 
papers are. predicting that even 
Palmiro Togliatti, Communist 
chief for the past quarter of @ 
century, may be toppled from his 
No. 1 perch. Likely candidate to 
succeed him would be heavy-fisted 
Pietro Secchia, 45-year-old organi- 
zational genius known in ,Moscow 
as the “pérfect Bolshevik.” 

There has been no confirmation 
from official Communist sources, 
who customarily shroud such deals 
in secrecy until they are actually 
accomplished. But Secchia’s name 
has popped up far more frequent- 
ly in recent days, particularly 
since Togliatti was seriously 
wounded July 14 by a would-be 
assassin. 3 

Stalin Was Surprised. 
When Marshal Stalin sent a mes- 
sage to Italy’s ‘Communists ex- 
pressing surprise that bodyguards 
had not prevented the attack on 
Togliatti, Secchia announced: 
“We must make every one (of 
Italy’s 2,200,000 Communists) a 
strong fighter for liberty on the 
example of Comrade Togliatti. 
“We. close our ranks, dis- 


honest onds.and provocateurs, We 
must open our door only to the 
best fighters ,for the cause of 
labor and. peace... .” 

Secchia is more active now in 
party leadership, at least while 
Togliatti is taking a rest cure in 
the north. Togliatti, himself, went 
away with a curiously-worded 
farewell to his comradés, saying 
he’d be back in “due time” and 
asking that no one bother him in 
‘the meantime.

HE great ant-eater, often pictured by cartoonists as a handy pet on picnics, 
is a zoological curiosity. Its arched body, tubular snout, long worm-like 
tongue and large claws give the creature a grotesque appearance, but 

these anatomical peculiarities constitute highly specialized equipment for the . 
animal's main object in life—eating ants. 

Two young members. of this toothless, shaggy-haired family have been 
acquired by the St. Louis Zoo, and are now on display in the small mammal 
house. The larger of the two is shown here. It is about 18 inches high at the 
shoulder and about three feet long; its sex, weight and exact age are un- 
determined. An adult great ant-eater (the “great” distinguishes the animal 
from a cousin, the lesser ant-eater or tamandua) attains a weight of 75 pounds, 
shoulder height of two feet and length of four feet, exclusive of the long, 
bushy tail. .

N WHAT for many city children is the dullest time of sum- 
mer, regulars at Wesley House are at the height of their 
year's activities.

Se conservation preserves or restores a farm's pro- 


‘etd ge Mage money in the farmer’s pocket. On a 
broad e it is protection for the nation against 
future food shortages, perhaps even famine. It also is 
essential to flood and erosion control, for it keeps water 
in the soil, and topsoil on the land. To be effective it 
must be applied on a broad scale, as is being done by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. Elsewhere conservation 
groups are encouraging and aiding farmers in setting up 
conservation programs. 

One means of pointing the importance of soil con- 
servation is a demonstration known as a field day. It 
is an actual land rebuilding program. It reaches large 
numbers of farmers, instructs them in preventing erosion 
and restoring fertility. At these field days rehabili- 
tation projects, usually requiring a period of years 
for completion, are accomplished in a few hours in a 
com ensive, integrated operation. 

one such demonstration a wornout, 380-acre farm 
at Pocahontas, Missouri, was transformed into a modern 
agricultural establishment. Five to eight years of work 
was crowded, by concentrated effort, into a single day, 
increasing the farm's immediate value by an estimated 
$10,000. Fields depleted by more than 120 years of 
intensive cultivation, erosion, and poor farming practices 
were terraced, limed, fertilized. g gullies were 
filled, part of one being dammed for a stock and fish 


pond. Waste areas were restored to use. The bed of a 
creek that was eating away a field was straightened. 
A woodland’s timber-producing potential was restored. 

About 20,000 ns gathered 'to watch the trans- 

—— Most of them came from Southeast Missouri, 
ut all parts of the State were represented, as well as 
other States as distant as Wisconsin and Mississippi. 

Rebuilding the farm was largely a mechanized job; 
230 pieces of equipment were loaned for the occasion 
by individuals and dealers. Included in the cast were 
two draglines, 80 tractors, 20 crawlers. Machines spread 
182 tons of crushed limestone, 48 tons of fertilizer, and 
prepared the soil for planting more than $500 in seed— 
which, like limestone and fertilizer, was donated. Nearly 
1000 men cipated. a contract basis the day’s 
work would have cost $15,000 or more. 

Sponsor of the demonstration was the Cape Girardeau 
Chamber of Commerce; the district office of the United 
States Soil Conservation Service mapped out the project. 
The field day was held on the farm of Mrs. Bertha Hope, 
whose sons, Robert and Thomas, operate the property. 
The brothers already had started a conservation pro- 
gram, had agreed to Garry on where the field day left 
off. Their farm was picked for those reasons; also 
because it was adapted to a maximum number of projects, 
and had a ridge through the center from which the 
thousands of visitors could watch the work.
